Claims 56-79, 83-86, 96-107 and 121-134 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
cancellation of claims 38-41 , 42-55, 80-82, 87-95 and 1 08-1 20 with the amendments 
filed on 3-1 1-02 have made the rejections of record moot. Applicants pending claims 
are directed to the class of compounds LiFei. y M y P04 where 0<y<1 and M is selected 
from the group consisting of Mg, Ca, Zn, Sr, Pb, Cd, Sn, Ba, Be, and mixtures thereof. 
These materials are used as cathode active materials in lithium secondary batteries. 
The prior art discloses olivine-structure phosphate materials as lithium battery cathode 
active materials. For example, Goodenough, US Patent 5,910,382 discloses olivine 
structure cathode materials of the formula LiMPCU where M is at least one first -row 
transition metal cation. However, Goodenough does not suggest any of Mg, Ca, Zn, Sr, 
Pb, Cd, Sn, Ba, or Be as a metal cation. Kariru, JP 1 1-025983 discloses lithium 
batteries including active materials having the formula LiMi. x Me x P04 where M can be 
Co, Ni, or Mn and Me can be Mg, Fe, or Zn, but does not suggest compound with any of 
Mg, Ca, Zn, Sr, Pb, Cd, Sn, Ba, or Be in combination with iron. Takada et al., US 
Patent 6,322,929 discloses cathode materials of the form Lii_ y MeP04 where Me is a 
transition element selected from the group consisting of Co, Ni, and Fe, but does not 
suggest a combination of iron and any of Mg, Ca, Zn, Sr, Pb, Cd, Sn, Ba, or Be as the 
metal cation 'Me'. The species LiFei- y MyP0 4 claimed by the applicants is considered to 
be patentably distinct from the phospho-olivine cathode materials disclosed in the prior 
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Art Unit: 1745 

art because the prior art does not suggest the incorporation of alkali earth or Zn, Sr, Pb, 
Cd t Sn, or Be cation into a phospho-olivine structure.
